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Biologist Sows Seed for Thoughtful Gardening 
Mattapoisett Public Library

Further exploring ways to aid sustainable living 
pursuits while at home, the Mattapoisett Public Library 
recently hosted a presentation by Joy Marzolf. 

Marzolf’s accomplishments in the world of nature 
is a long list. From rescuing and rehabilitating injured 
wildlife to educating people of all ages about an immense 
variety of animals and insects and their relationship to 
our survival, as well as engaging the backyard gardener 
to go natural with nature, Marzolf is in a league of her 
own. 

The presentation, supported in part by the 
Richard and Ann Prouty Foundation, is the latest chapter 
focused on sustainability issues, this time with an eye 
towards naturalizing the home garden with native plants 
in support of native wildlife including beloved butterflies 
or less beloved garden snakes. 

With a Bachelor of Arts in Biology and over 
20 years working in various animal and natural-world 
occupations, Marzolf said, “My favorite thing to do is 
break people’s misconceptions about many animals ... 
especially those that people fear.” She jokingly said that 
snakes need a better public-relations team because their 
value to all living things cannot be overestimated. 

Marzolf explained that wildlife and insects need 
the world to provide them with sustenance year-round, 
thus espousing the importance of having home gardens 
that feature berries, seeds and green leaves that both adult 
species can feast on as well as their progeny, even if the 
offspring is a caterpillar. 

The annual homeowner’s right-of-passage, 
fall-season yard cleanup, should not be done at all, she 
said. Marzolf explained that birds are feeding on the 
insects that are wintering under leaves, even the graceful

butterfly; those that share winter digs are under leave 
piles hibernating. “Wait ‘til spring,” she counseled before 
clearing away the leaves. 

The concept of growing native plants was 
discussed with a fine point placed on planning gardens 
that not only are native and therefore more likely to thrive 
but that also offer variety throughout the growing and 
harvest seasons. 

The common milkweed plant serves as an 
example for Marzolf, who said that many gardeners fail 
because they are trying too hard, sowing the seeds and 
fertilizing them — seeds that in nature are cast upon the 
ground after flying on gossamer wings blown by the 
winds. “They are scattered, not planted, and don’t need 
much in the way of fertilizers or rich soils.” 

Jumping back into the history of lawns, yes 
lawns, Marzolf said that during the early settlement 
periods New England was filled with vast fields that 
supported all manner of nature. As populations grew, 
the introduction of cattle and the like along with 
homesteading found fields being turned into home 
places with mowed grass areas. Today, she said the use of 
chemical fertilizers is commonplace. 
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Regarding chemical warfare on insects, Marzolf 
said there is proof that having one’s yard treated 
chemically to get rid of mosquitos actually has the 
opposite effect. She said that because the chemicals 
don’t discriminate, all insects are harmed with spraying 
including beneficial dragonflies that eat mosquitoes. 
Marzolf said that people simply need more information 
in order to make gardening choices that help, not harm, 
nature. 

Marzolf displayed a picture of wild turkeys, 
asking if people perceived them positively or negatively. 
Everyone agreed they are great. They may have become 
a favorite on this day when Marzolf declared, “They eat 
ticks!” 

Marzolf also discussed how climate change 
is affecting local nature in ways we might not fully 
appreciate. Take the poison ivy plant for instance. Marzolf 
said that because poison ivy absorbs CO2, the more 
concentrated it is in the atmosphere the stronger the oils 
of the plant are becoming, so much so that people who 
previously were not allergic to the oils are now impacted 
with the familiar blisters and associated burning and 
itching. 

Some of the plants Marzolf advocated for 
planting as food sources for pollinators are: New England 
asters; tickseed or coreopsis; winterberry; Concord grapes 
and goldenrod. Voicing a bit of caution she said, “Know 
who are you buying seed from.” Marzolf said that many 
seed companies use chemicals on the seeds and that it is 
best to source organic seeds. She suggested contacting the 
Native Plant Trust, whose website is a great starting point 
for expanding one’s understanding of the importance of 
going native, with plants that is.

Greatest in Who’s Who of Night Sky

The Great Horned Owl is the largest master of 
the skies along the south-facing shore of Buzzards Bay, 
relying on both sight and sound for hunting prey, and is 
a modern living example of convergent evolution from 
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Both parents take part in selecting nesting sites 
frequently left vacant by other birds, 20 to 60 feet off the 
ground, sometimes on a cliff ledge or broken-off tree 
stump by adding a few sticks and branches as a roosting 
platform. Both parents provide small mammals such as 
mice, rats, rabbits, ground squirrels, lizards, frogs, and 
some birds, until they are ready to fly at two months to 
begin hunting on their own. 

Watching young owls being encouraged to fend 
for themselves is so entertaining that some avid bird 
watchers in your neighborhood may have considered 
putting up a nest box to attract a breeding pair of adults. 
Be sure to attach a guard across the entry to prevent 
predators from raiding eggs and vulnerable new 
hatchlings. In bright moonlight, the presence of even 
other species of owls on your property such as the saw- 
whet tiny owl add a quintessential, nocturnal, storybook 
ghostly spirit as in the Harry Potter superstition series. 

The first-hand realistic exposure in the study 
of owls like the great-horned variety and others will 
fascinate you and yours by the spiritual and scientific 
environmental awareness brought to your attention on 
silently feathered wings of the mysterious avian night 
nocturnal. 


Budget Proposals Cite Progress, Needs 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee

Coming before the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee on February 24 were Recreation Director Greta 
Fox, Board of Health Agent Gail Joseph and Fire Chief 
Andrew Murray to present their FY23 budget projections 
and narratively explore opportunities each department 
envisions moving forward. 

Fox discussed the challenges the Recreation 
Department faced over the past two years due to the 
pandemic. Despite those demanding health-related 
restrictions, the department has been able to provide 
youth-based programing with a bit for the more mature 
members of the community. 

Fox shared that summer camp remained a strong 
offering with the Seahorse Summer Explorer program 
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implementing COVID-19 protocols — all sessions were 
filled to capacity. With the need to eliminate field trips 
that would have required buses, she said new themes that 
included science and magic were introduced, along with 
more expanded use of Center School and its grounds. 
Renewed was a partnership with the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust for a third year of kayak classes. 

Fall programing included outdoor activities that 
granted fresh air and distancing such as flag football, 
tennis for the young and the young at heart, as well as 
pickleball for all ages including an adult tournament, 
track club, kid fit, running club, outdoor drama club and a 
program called Sport Fit. 

Looking ahead, Fox said the hope of repairs and 
improvements to the basketball courts at Center School 
and the prospect of more pickleball courts would be an 
asset to those programs and the community. She also 
expressed hope that use of the town-owned Holy Ghost 
grounds could be solidified in the coming months. 

Beyond the summer-camp programs, Fox said 
golf camp was sold out, as was basketball camp; both 
programs will be returning in FY23. 

The FY22 operating budget for the Recreation 
Department was set at $55,770, and FY23 planned at 
$57,500. 

Meeting with the FinCom members for the first 
time since she was hired earlier in FY22, Joseph spoke to 
overarching improvements in the flow of recyclable and 
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and frees up landfill space. A mattress-recycling program 
has begun, Joseph said, another new way of salvaging 
reusable materials. She also spoke to changes in staffing at 
the transfer station as part of restructuring the operation. 
FinCom Chair Pat Donoghue said she has 
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is moving towards is being more “user friendly” with 
more signage to help residents using the facility and 
reorganizing some spaces, especially in consideration of 
the solar array planned to be constructed on the property. 

Regarding the solar array, Town Administrator 
Mike Lorenco said that timing for construction has not 
been set, that it was unclear when Eversource would be 
ready to interconnect with an array located in that area 
but that plans are slowly moving forward to a clear set of 
timelines by 2023. 

An interesting concept Joseph is planning for the 
Transfer Station is a “swap shop” where residents can 
leave or find usable materials. She said it would at the 
very least give new life to items otherwise destined for 
destruction but would also require a staff person to ensure 
materials left at the shop are, in fact, worthy for continued 
consumer use. 

The overall Transfer Station operating budget 
for FY22 was $165,782 with a $48,000 general-fund 
subsidy. FY23 projections will be forthcoming. In a related 
category, rubbish pickup costs for FY22 were $309,423 
and planned for FY23 at $314,586; SEMASS for FY22 was 
$235,000 and planned for FY23 at $299,200; and recycling 
for FY22 was 189,210 and planned for FY23 at $187,752. 

Murray told the Finance Committee that his 
department needs a support vehicle estimated at $54,000. 
He said it was the only capital expense he is listing for 
FY23 and explained that presently no such vehicle is 
part of the Fire Department fleet — all other motorized 
units are emergency units. He said that ferrying fire- 
fighting trainees to academy classes is only one reason 
the department requires the vehicle. He said that a pickup 
truck that had been used in that capacity is no longer on 
the road after failing inspection. 

The Fire Department’s overall operating budget 
for FY22 was proposed at $753,015, compared to $816,214 
for FY23 with a $63,199 increase that Murray explained 
includes increases in office supplies and other daily office 
needs. 

The biggest line item presented was $26,112 
in wages paid to call firefighters. Murray said that an 
increase in trained personnel responding to emergencies 
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has increased in part due to their availability during 
COVID-19, but members of the Finance Committee 
commented that the goal has always been to increase the 
number of trained firefighters answering the call, and in 
that regard the department has succeeded. 

Lorenco stated during his comment period that 
salaries in several categories are rising, not just in the 
Fire Department but also in the Police Department with 
a number of staff members achieving step increases. He 
also said that local schools will likely be up by 3 percent 
or $230,000, Old Rochester Regional High School up 3.5 
percent equaling $83,000 and town retirement fund up 
3.38 percent or $120,000.

Reform Measures Reshape Police Department 
Rochester Finance Committee

Rochester’s Fire and Police departments are 
looking at significant increases for the next fiscal year, 
both leveraged by common and unique factors. 

In Tuesday night’s FY23 budget presentation to 
the scheduled public meeting of the Rochester Finance 
Committee, Police Chief Robert Small said his bottom line 
of $1,515,370 is affected by the impending loss of his six- 
officer, part-time staff. 
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Police reform requiring full training of all staff 
is effectively forcing part-time officers who wish to 
remain on the job to makes a commitment that can only 
logically progress to full-time duty. Then they are either 
hired by the department where they work or move on to 
opportunities in other communities. 

Small’s immediate solution is to promote from 
within the department an officer to lieutenant ($95,000) 
and to add a new patrol officer ($65,000.) Cell-phone lines 
need to be added for computers in police cruisers, along 
with other relatively minor expenses. 

“Some of that will depend on whether they 
choose to get town health insurance or not. Everything 
else I tried to keep as much to zero as possible,” said 
Small. “Hiring a lieutenant is a good move because I’m 
the only administrative rank in the department. The time 
has come ... there is a number of administrative tasks to 
do.” 

He said many of those recordkeeping tasks 
are statewide requirements now. “They’re trying to 
standardize qualifications across the state.” 

Rochester currently has 12 full-time police officers 
including Small and department detective and six part- 
timers. 

Finance Committee Chairman Kris Stoltenberg 
asked Small if adding one position to a full-time total of 
13 will meet Rochester’s needs. Small said that in time 
more officers will be needed because the reform schedule 
will cause a three-year phase-out of part-time officers. The 
month of June is tricky with school vacation and the start 
of summer. 

“A lot of officers take time off. If we didn’t have 
that flexibility, it would cause a lot of problems,” said 
Small. “I’m not trying to overestimate the need. I figure 
start with one (additional full-timer) and see how it goes 
this year ... it kind of depends on where we are with the 
part-timers. I’d rather do it in a step-by-step phase.” 

Upon hearing Finance Committee member 
David Arancio’s story of having done training and been a 
candidate at one time to work part time as a police officer, 
Small said that is how he started and believes many full- 
time officers in the area also started as part-timers. 
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When Small became a police sergeant under the 
command of since-retired Chief Paul McGee, he took on 
a lot of the administrative duties. So did detective Don 
Kemmett, whose more flexible schedule allowed for him 
to pick up some of the slack. 

Some of it fell down to the sergeants,” said Small, 
noting that they do a “great job” but does not want them 
to have that burden when their core work is to answer 
calls. 

“We're just trying to do a balancing; people have 
put in a good effort,” he said. 

Arancio suggested Small engage with the 
Capital Planning Committee’s five-year outlook and start 
looking at the one, three and five-year needs of the Police 
Department. “I appreciate the conservative approach, but 
... [think that would be helpful for long-term planning as 
well,” said Arancio. 

Small has discussed the department’s 
predicament with the Select Board but said there is more 
conversation to be had. “I’m always open to discuss with 
people because there’s a lot of moving parts,” he said. 

After thanking Small for his well-organized 
department narrative, Stoltenberg received a motion and 
the committee voted unanimously to support Small’s 
bottom-line budget figure of $1,515,370 for FY23. 

The committee also voted to approve the Fire 
Department’s FY23 budget of $369,628, the ambulance 
budget of $564,904, the Town Accountant budget of 
$157,764, along with $171,080 for Informational Systems, 
and $109,705 for the Planning Board. 

In his appearance before the Finance Committee, 
Fire Chief Scott Weigel said there would be no changes to 
salaries, resulting in $172,738 requested for FY23. 

But he did request significant increases elsewhere, 
as vehicle maintenance increases from $45,000 to $54,800. 
“The price of everything has gone sky high,” said Weigel, 
who explained that regular service devoid of breakdowns 
costs an annual $26,250. 

The two-year, 20-percent increase ($14,000) Weigel 
explained is due to the end of CARES Act reimbursement 
funding, including online certifications, OSHA, EMT’s, 
etc. 
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Arancio requested more detailed information 
would be helpful to the committee.

Adaptive Home Planned for Mattapoisett 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Mattapoisett’s Conservation Commission played 
a small role in providing a wounded veteran with the 
peace of mind of a home adapted to their needs when 
they met on February 28. 

Coming before the commission with a Notice of 
Intent application filed by Cheryl Peterson PE, Homes for 
Our Troops, for construction of a four-bed single family 
home at 0 Noyes Avenue was Field Engineering’s Peter 
Therrien. 

Therrien explained that the applicant is a non- 
profit organization that secures properties and develops 
them with designs suited to the specific needs of the 
future homeowner. The Homes for Our Troops website 
notes that nationally 325 homes have been donated to a 
severely wounded veteran and their family with eight of 
those located in Massachusetts so far. 

The proposed home will have a septic system 
and freshwater well within the 100-foot buffer zone 
of a bordering vegetated wetland. The project was 
unanimously approved for standard conditioning 
that includes erosion control and a permanent marker 
designating the no-touch zone. 

Also coming before the commission was David 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon and Leone, Inc. with 
a Request for Determination of Applicability filed by 
Buzzards Bay Management LLC for the replacement of 
11 pilings in the Brandt Cove Marina floating dock area 
located at 21 Dupont Avenue. Davignon explained that 
the work constitutes routine maintenance. The project 
received a negative determination. 

When their Notice of Intent filing was reopened, 
an order of conditions was granted to Mark and Jeanne 
Connon, 65 Mattapoisett Neck Road, for the construction 
of a residential pier. The project was represented by 
Davignon. 

Also approved was a septic repair for 10 Noyes 
Avenue, Jerilyn McQuade. The RDA was represented by 
Carmelo Nicolosi of Charon Associates, Inc. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
March 14, at 6:30 pm. 


Police Reform Leverages Staffing Request 
Marion Finance Committee

The Marion Finance Committee’s February 9 
public meeting saw Police Chief Richard Nighelli and Fire 
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Chief Brian Jackvony present respective FY23 department 
budgets. 

In explaining his proposed budget increase for 
FY23, Nighelli pointed to 129 pages of legislation on 
police reform including 23 action items with delivery 
dates and policy changes, training requirements, and 
increase in required public records, and the introduction 
of a board that certifies and decertifies police officers. 

“One of the biggest changes for us is we’ve 
operated over the years with special police officers, and 
our special police officers have all been (compensated on 
a) per-diem (basis),” said Nighelli, noting that the special 
officers account for four to five shifts per week. “What's 
happening with police reform is now they’re bringing 
everyone up to the same (training) standard. Because of 
that, our farm team, as we say here, effectively has really 
been eliminated.” 

With all officers on even keel, Marion is being 
leveraged into either absorbing them as full-time staff 
or is bound to lose them to another town. To account for 
the loss of special-officer shifts, the department proposes 
adding an additional full-time officer to the staff. Nighelli 
said doing so will help control overtime costs which, 
heretofore, have risen with every absence and vacation 
due to the department’s minimal staffing. 

The training cost is $4,000 per officer. Six special 
officers work for Marion with four that Nighelli is 
training. 

Nighelli spoke of how five years ago the Police 
Department started migrating from analog toward a 
digital communications system. He said FCC-level 
changes have compromised communications, making 
reception vulnerable to atmospheric changes. 

“Years ago, the FCC made the department go 
from broadband to narrow band so five years ago we 
started to have radios go to digital, which will make 
communications more seamless,” explained Nighelli. 
“There were dead spots in town. The sound quality 
had atmospheric issues on the frequency when others 
were talking. ... And so going to digital takes it to the 
finish line, which started five years ago. It will be better 
communications. We’re excited about it.” 

The microwave repeater site gives dispatchers 
the priority in communications so they can transmit any 
important messages they need to convey. 

The next topic turned to a new police cruiser. Nighelli 
informed the Finance Committee that one cruiser 
with capital occurs every third year. 

“It’s the same maintenance as a typical vehicle. 
However, the 120,000 miles is our typical threshold 
because of idling and other driving demands the cruisers 
are put through, it’s not the same as your ordinary 
vehicle,” he said. 

A question for the chief concerned staffing. He 
replied, “We have 14 full-time officers and six specials. We 
have the specials as a budget saver. Now we’re not going 
to be able to utilize them. 
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“In Massachusetts, police reform has really 
become a big thing. The George Floyd event is what’s 
driving it. And now people are realizing the financial 
impact of all that these reforms entail. With police reform, 
there are a lot of unknowns. What we do know is that 
we re going to lose our ‘farm team’ within three years, 
that is, our specials. We lost two last year.” 

Next, the increase of public-records requests was 
addressed. 

Nighelli informed, “It’s necessary now for us 
to maintain a D.A. portal when officers need to testify. 
We never had to inform them in the past. And secondly, 
mandatory body cams are coming, which will increase 
public-record requests. A committee of 25 is going to be 
reviewing this.” 

When asked if there were any retirements on the 
horizon this year, he replied one, then informed that he 
has lots of young officers. 

On the topic of officer retention in general, he 
replied how across the country in law enforcement these 
issues of new candidates are a point of concern. 

“With the emergence of many departments 
offering signing bonuses these days, particularly with 
contributions for health insurance, the new generation is 
wary of working for a department that doesn’t offer them. 
And also it’s challenging in that they tend to be looking 
for more time off and preferring not to work nights or 
overnights. It’s different these days (from) when I came 
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up. I would work overnights and overtime. ... So, with 
regard to that change of outlook on young officer’s careers 
now, I’m not so sure it’s a good thing.” 

The chief’s time was punctuated to a rousing 
round of thankfulness for his department’s job. 

“I appreciate that. We are proud to have 
professionalism, integrity, and empathy,” he said. 

Next up was Fire Chief Brian Jackvony. 

After welcoming the chief, Town Administrator 
Jay McGrail stated how only a part-time administrative 
assistant position which had increased the budget 
by 2.92 percent would actually be funded by the Fire 
Department’s budget. 

Jackvony said that Emily Fillman’s 20 hours 
per week would as confidential administrative assistant 
enable people who enter the fire station to be greeted by 
her. He then accounted for a not-filled slot of a Safety 
Department Office had resulted in a $2,000 reduction, and 
how also expenses were cut through employing the new 
voice service. 

He stated aside from himself there are two other 
full-time employees, while assuring they always strive to 
have ALS staffed being available 24 hours a day. 

Highly lauded for his staffing efforts in not only 
making sure trucks were staffed but other miscellaneous 
duties performed in exemplary fashion was Lyle McKay, 
paramedic and EMS coordinator who was hired shortly 
before the COVID-19 pandemic took hold. “He’s a 
godsend, a huge asset to the team,” said Jackvony. 

Another appreciated welcome to the department 
had come in the form of a 2018 grant from FEMA to utilize 
for recruitment of unpaid firefighters. 

“So far we’ve recruited 13, but most don’t live 
in Marion,” said Jackvony, who then shared about the 
department’s recruiting. “We put out promotional videos 
every spring, which will begin in April. So with that we 
hope to move from 13 to 20.” 

The topic then turned toward a trend that could 
potentially impact staffing negatively. Jackvony informed, 
“Nationwide there’s a crisis amongst the graduation rate 
of EMT’s and paramedics. Both are down by about 30 
percent. ... Due to our part-time paramedics often being 
called into their other jobs, this hurts us more and more.” 

This information prompted Select Board member 
John Waterman to say, “We need to look at the potential 
of hiring more full-time since (the dropoff) is an issue.” 
Board members concurred. 

Alternate FinCom member Ann Iannuzzi 
mentioned a possible solution how in Brewster there’s a 
program through their health care systems which uses an 
at-home program geared toward keeping people out of 
returning to the emergency room due to the pressure that 
comes with that action. The program uses paramedics to 
take calls who can then bill for services. “That could be a 
revenue stream,” Iannuzzi suggested. 

In Massachusetts, there is the Mobile Integrated 
program where a person who is discharged from the 
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professionalism and that of his staff, he became a bit 
emotional and shared a same-day story of how there’d 
been a violent car crash. 

“It was incredible what I witnessed of this 
paramedic who’d been in a highly challenging situation 
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Subsidy; $300,000 for budget support; $1,500,000 towards 
the Department of Public Works construction project; 
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$300,000 for tax relief; and $130,000 to be allocated OPEB 
funding and/or snow-and-ice removal. 

“Right now, we’re not deficit-spending yet so 
that’s a good sign,” said McGrail, who noted that the 
announced proposals maximize the town’s ability to 
spend free cash for FY23. 

After the Police and Fire department budgets 
were discussed, Mooney shared two charts pertaining to 
ARPA funding and the CARES Act. 

Firstly, ARPA (American Rescue Plan), a federal 
program of $2,050,000,000: McGrail commented how it 
has a broader reach (funds to be spent over five years) 
compared to the CARES program that allowed the board 
to spend $950,000 (in two years), which through Mooney 
pursuing all submissions, did accomplish it effectively. 
“Probably the first use of ARPA funds will be to fund the 
design of force main,” McGrail said. 

Turning to the education portion of the CARES 
graph where $225,000 per student had been surpassed 
to $272,000, mention was then made of the tent outdoors 
which enabled classes to occur during Covid. 

Waterman brought up another issue to do with 
the education component. “It'll be interesting to know 
how many ‘school choice’ students are requiring special 
education help, as it costs families of non-special-needs 
students $5,000.” Mooney answered that 123 was the 
number. 

Chair Shay Assad interjected, “ORR Assistant 
Superintendent of Finance and Operations Howie Barber 
told a board member about bus costs where consolidation 
of bus routes can be analogous to the special-(education) 
budgetary, consolidation challenge.” 

The meeting adjourned with tentative scheduling 
of the ORR School District contract, which is up for 
negotiation. Sippican Elementary School was scheduled 
to present on Wednesday, and DPW is scheduled for 
Wednesday, March 9, at 7:00 pm. 


Clapp Road Residence Moving Forward 
Rochester Conservation Commission

David Davignon of Schneider, Davignon 
and Leone, Inc. met with the Rochester Conservation 
Commission on March 1 to discuss and address any 
further questions or comments regarding a Notice of 
Intent filing at 0 Clapp Road by William Clapp, Clapp 
Nominee Trust. 

The 6-acre parcel is proposed for development of 
a single-family home by Clapp. Plans include a swimming 
pool and use of a driveway with two legal easements. 
The commissioners were pleased to see that the applicant 
and his engineering team had taken previously made 
suggestions for limiting the impact on riverfront areas 
jurisdictional to the commission. 

Davignon explained that the driveway has been 
decreased and pulled farther away from the riverfront 
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and that the easterly boundary of jurisdictional areas has 
been increased and is now 200 feet from the riverfront. He 
also indicated that more wetland buffer-zone space has 
been added. To ensure wetland areas remain undisturbed, 
Davignon said a border of boulders would be used. 

In a related NOI filing for the same property 
seeking approval for lot clearing and site work within the 
riverfront area, Davignon said only a 20-square-foot area 
of riverfront would be impacted with no activity taking 
place in the buffer zones. 

Both filings received orders of conditions. 

In other business, a septic repair for 166 Alley 
Road owned by Patrick Ryan received a negative 
determination of applicability. The project was 
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represented by Peter Lyons of Collins Engineering. 
The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Tuesday, April 5, at 7:00 pm. 


EMC Settles on ‘Climate’ Identity 
Marion Energy Management Committee

Before the issue took a timeout of sorts, the 
Marion Energy Management Committee had extensively 
debated over the course of several public meetings the 
merits of including the word “climate” in its proposed 
new moniker. 

No doubt, climate issues have been at the 
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forefront of the EMC’s mission the past couple of years, 
and Marion’s major municipal building projects have 
been targeted as potential opportunities to influence a 
shift away from the burning of fossil fuels in favor of 
electric power. 

Well beyond the scope of those projects, EMC 
members have been feverishly investigating laws, 
loopholes and all manner of informational tidbits in 
hopes of providing the town’s decision makers with 
opportunities to minimize energy consumption and, at 
the same time, take advantage of any and all region, state 
and federal incentive plans to access grant funding for 
energy-related projects. 
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conversions and other assorted upgrades in municipal 
buildings, electric vehicles, charging stations and the 
committee’s attention to Marion’s Hazard Mitigation Plan 
and related infrastructural projects. 

A subplot to this ongoing mission has been 
the same conversation on several occasions about the 
committee’s identity and what would be an appropriate 
name change to more accurately reflect its activities. 

From a tactical standpoint, member Jennifer 
Francis had in past meetings suggested that the word 
climate might be too politicized in the current social 
environment to be a productive choice for the EMC, 
but when the matter was revived on Monday afternoon 
during the committee’s scheduled public meeting, Francis 
added her yes vote to the other members’ present. 

The vote authorizes Chairman Christian Ingerslev 
to write a letter to the Select Board requesting its approval 
for a change in name to the Energy and Climate Resilience 
Committee. 

The rest of Monday’s EMC meeting constituted 
a perfect example of why the EMC seeks the identity 
change from “management” to “climate” and “resilience.” 

Having repeatedly come up in the course of 
scheduled reports, the Maritime Center that has seen 
significant grant-procurement progress with the state 
Seaport Economic Council has, along with the proposed 
Department of Public Works headquarters at Benson 
Brook, been of great interest to an EMC membership 
hoping its efforts to equip town officials with information 
will ultimately put the Harbormaster and DPW staffs in 
new net-zero buildings. 

EMC member Bill Saltonstall reported that he and 
fellow member Tom Friedman were in communication 
with Town Administrator Jay McGrail regarding the 
Massachusetts Energy Insight program as it applies to the 
Maritime Center. McGrail was to meet with the building’s 
architects and, according to Saltonstall, indicated some 
measure of progress. 

Ingerslev said designers were going to give an 
estimate on costs to get to net-zero but no information 
was forthcoming as of yet. 

Saltonstall compared the plan to a Plymouth 
building heated by mini-split units mounted on walls 
but behind decorative panels to obscure piping. “It was 
a pretty good system as far as the heating was concerned 
or the cooling, but they had no solar panels,” said 
Saltonstall. “I just don’t know how far they’re going to go 
with the Marion harbormaster building on solar.” 

An effective solar program depends on southern 
exposure. 

Saltonstall speculated that the town may be 
looking to generate the power off site and get it to the 
Maritime Center, as the present layout at Island Wharf 
does not provide for strong southern exposure due to the 
gabled ends intersecting the southern-facing roof. 

“Tt didn’t look (adequate) ... I think they’re 
working on it,” said Saltonstall, who hopes to add net- 
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metered power. “We've cut down our electrical use via 
Mass Energy Insight. If we can do those things behind the 
metered systems, that would be the easiest way ... a little 
at a time so as not to break the agreement we have with 
Future Generation Wind.” 

Francis discussed the proposed DPW operations 
center and the prospects of requesting a comparison of 
costs of powering the facility with fossil fuels versus a 
net-zero building. “I don’t think we have the wherewithal 
to make that comparison,” she said. “If you show people a 
big number over 10 years, that’s more convincing.” 

The matter of photovoltaics (solar arrays) on town 
property remains complex, given the limitations posed by 
the town’s contract with Future Generation Wind. 

In an update on Green Communities grants where 
it applies to heating upgrades at the Music Hall and Taber 
Library, Saltonstall said the Music Hall did not qualify 
for grant funding, but a plan to install heat pumps at the 
library led to an award between $105,000 and $110,000. 

“We hope it can all be done, totally complete and 
paid for by the fall, and then we can apply for new grants. 
The important thing now is to get that project done,” 
said Saltonstall, who said he is pushing with Facilities

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Experience Helps Applicant Navigate ZBA 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

When Travis Andrade appeared before the 
Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals during the latter’s 
February 24 public meeting, he knew what he was doing. 
That’s because he grew up with both parents heavily 
involved in municipal government. 

In seeking a variance under Chapter 20.40, 
Section D.1 of the town’s Zoning Bylaws for the approval 
of the construction of a garage and mudroom addition 
less than 40 feet from the side-lot setback requirement at 
9 Coombs Road, Andrade explained his case so succinctly 
that ZBA member Richard Cutler asked him if he had 
been “prepped” to make his presentation. 

“Did somebody prep me in this? Uh, my father 
was a building inspector for 42 years in the Town of 
Guilford (Connecticut), I’ve been living this stuff all my 
life,” said Andrade, adding a significant admission. “My 
mother was a town manager and, yes, I have a father-in- 
law who happens to be sitting on this board.” 

ZBA member Donald Spirlet had recused himself 
from Case No. 1174, leaving the board with four voting 
members. Chairman David Arancio instructed Andrade 
that the remaining four needed to vote in the affirmative 
for the variance to be granted. 

In summarizing details pertinent to the 
application, Andrade explained that he and his wife have 
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five children and, living in an old house that predates 
the current zoning bylaws, need relief from the setback 
requirement so they can better store possessions and 
thereby improve the neighborhood. 

Cutler asked about the plan for above the 
garage. “It’s just going to be a (recreation) room,” said 
Andrade. The septic system, said Andrade, allows for 
three bedrooms so no consideration was given to adding a 
bedroom. 

After the public hearing was closed, Cutler noted 
that a variance had been sought for the same property in a 
prior case and asked for the decision to be read. Member 
Jeff Costa said there were no conditions attached to the 
prior decision. 

Cutler said it’s a small lot in a neighborhood 
accustomed to this sort of issue coming up due to the age 
of the property. He recommended granting the variance of 
no closer than 33 feet from the east side property line can 
be used to house farm animals. 

The board voted 4-0 in favor. 

Two other cases were continued from February 
10, reopened and continued to March 10. 

In Case No. 1170, Industrial Tower & Wireless 
LLC seeks a Special Permit for the construction of a 
190-foot monopole-style telecommunications facility on 
property located at 0 High Street. ZBA member Kirby 
Gilmore recused himself from the public hearing, leaving 
four members and necessitating a unanimous vote. 
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Arancio said, seven hours ahead of the meeting, 
the ZBA received correspondence from the applicant’s 
attorney and, upon the board’s vote to reopen public 
comment, told the meeting that he had not had time to 
read the letter and does not consider the window of time 
adequate for a volunteer to review legal correspondence. 

The applicant agreed on a continuance of the case 
to Thursday, March 10, at 7:00 pm. 

In Case No. 1172, Anthony and Mary-Patrice 
Ruocco seek a Special Permit under Chapter 20.40, 
Section F.6, to use property located at 308 New Bedford 
Road as a residence and also to establish a farm winery 
(A&M Winery) by importing grapes from another in-state 
location to the site. The wine is proposed to be prepared, 
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fermented and bottled on site. 

The applicant proposes to specialize in providing 
specialty dessert wines for on-site wine tastings by 
appointment, and subsequently providing small batches 
for weddings and corporate functions conducted 
elsewhere. 

ZBA member Richard Cutler suggested the need 
for a site plan, and the board voted to continue the case to 
March 10.

Collins Center Study Sparks Concern 
Mattapoisett School Committee

A downward trend in student enrollment in 
the Old Rochester Regional School District has tri-town 
finance committees seeking more information and they 
attempt to navigate long-range fiscal challenges, and 
Mattapoisett’s participation in a school-consolidation 
study had the local School Committee on high alert 
during its public meeting Monday night. 

In explaining the study being conducted by 
UMass Boston’s Edward J. Collins Jr. Center for Public 
Management, Mattapoisett Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco said that the town took on the process by going 
through a state-funded, Community Compact Grant 
application on short money. 

Invited to apply, the town received the grant 
earmarked for investigation into a potential school- 
building consolidation and also to provide analysis of the 
town’s transfer station with the aim of bringing it into the 
21st century. Mattapoisett’s transfer station has not been 
updated in at least 30 years, according to Lorenco. 

“The Collins Center came to us. The town isn’t 
involved,” said Lorenco. “They want to align with the 
Master Plan Committee. ... The goal is to see what they see 
from the outside looking in.” 

Lorenco explained that when the state 
announces another round of Community Compact Grant 
applications, the state calls towns to advise them of the 
opportunity and the process. The Collins Center reached 
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out with an email to Mattapoisett; the center’s operations 
depend on funding from the grants.

What is going on with the Rochester Select Board? 

Task this after reading in the Wanderer that two 
proposals to enhance public safety in front of Town Hall 
have been presented. I applauded this initiative presented 
by the Select Board in September 2021, but raised 
concerns. But let’s back up a little. 

The First Congregational Church of Rochester 
property borders Town Hall on three sides. In 2020, the 
Church made the painful decision to sell a house lot in 
order to pay for badly needed repairs. The lot was to 
be at the far end of the Church property furthest from 
the Church buildings. When the Select Board learned 
of this, they asked the Church to consider carving two 
acres out around town hall so the town could purchase 
for future expansion. The Church and Town Hall had 
always worked together for mutual benefit, so the Church 
agreed after much discussion. The Church paid for plans 
to meet the specifications presented by the Select Board, 
got Planning Board approval and obtained an appraisal, 
all at Church expense. An agreed upon price went before 
Town Meeting where the Select Board was authorized to 
proceed by an overwhelming vote. Behind closed doors, 
the Select Board decided not to buy the property leaving 
the Church body confused and with expenses, it certainly 
didn’t need. 
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The Church now has to face a potential increased 
safety issue while the enhanced safety effort in front 
of Town Hall seems to be moving forward. The initial 
scheme was proposed diverting traffic from the front of 
Town Hall to behind Town Hall and then reconnecting 
with Constitution Way. Conveniently, the Town seems 
to have forgotten the Town has responsibility for all 
of Constitution Way and now claims it is the “Church 
driveway.” It was named Constitution Way when the 
Town took over the upkeep of the road so the Library 
would legally face a public way (before the new entrance 
on New Bedford Road.) Yes, the church owns the land, 
but the Town owns the right of way.

Nosferatu (1922). Starring Max Schreck and Gustav von 
Wangenheim. Directed by F.W. Murnau. Running time: 94 
minutes. No MPAA rating. Streaming for free on Hoopla, 
Kanopy, the Roku Channel, or Tubi. 

For many of us, our first exposure to F.W. Murnau’s 
seminal Nosferatu (which celebrates the 100th anniversary of 
its release on March 4) was via the video for “Under Pressure,” 
by Queen and David Bowie — surely the feyest team-up in pop- 
music history. All the creepy highlights were on display — the 
shadow of Count Orlok’s talons falling over his sleeping 
prey while Bowie sang “Keep coming up with love but it’s so 
slashed and torn.” Yep, it sure is, especially if you’re gay in 
1922. 

Murnau’s homosexuality, we’re told, would’ ve been 
more or less accepted in his Berlin artistic circles. Germany, 
indeed, was one of the gay-friendlier spots in the world until 
the Nazis took power. Murnau, who unlike James Whale was 
never quite “out,” may have seen the writing on the wall: 
the gays’ idyll of freedom couldn’t last — the shadows were 
creeping in. (Hitler became leader of the Nazi Party the year 
before Murnau’s film was released.) Nosferatu can be taken as a 
double-edged commentary on the rise of murderous intolerance 
and the moblike view of the Other — gays, Jews, Romani— 
as diseased vermin to be exterminated. The plague of hatred 
created its own “plague” to hate. 

Here, Count Orlok (Max Schreck) always brings 
ugly, poisonous predators with him: rats, mosquitoes, even a 
hyena. Nature is rotten with loathsome things that snap and 
suck; the movie’s Van Helsing counterpart, Professor Bulwer 
(John Gottowt), cheerfully shows his class what a Venus fly 
trap can do. These creatures of the night seem to be Orlok’s 
only companions; unlike most other screen Draculas, Orlok has 
no circle of “brides” in his thrall. He’s essentially a bachelor, 
and he becomes fixated on poor Thomas Hutter (Gustav von 
Wangenheim), who’s sent to Orlok’s castle to close a real-estate 
deal. Orlok wants to buy a house in Wisborg right across the 
street from Hutter’s house. lm sure he does. 

So Orlok, with his variety of fabulous hats (to hide 
his baldness, or, one assumes, the rodentoid points of his skull 
and ears), falls for Hutter the oblivious heterosexual twink. 
(The homo-analysis is almost over, I promise.) Towards the 
end, Hutter’s wife Ellen (Greta Schroder) sacrifices herself to 
lure Orlok to her and keep him detained with her “pure” blood 
until the sun rises; much in contrast to every other Dracula, 
he doesn’t seduce her, she seduces him. And he doesn’t seem 





all that thrilled about it; it’s not a romantic moment — he just 
needs her blood. His penalty for lying with a woman is death. 
Meanwhile, the Renfield surrogate Knock (Alexander Granach), 
who certainly comes off as a money-grubbing Jewish stereotype 
(he laughs heartily when thinking of how rich the Orlok deal 
will make him), is pursued by a mob who thinks he’s the source

of the town’s “plague.” 

Aside from all this, Nosferatu is a classic of mood 
and shadow; Fritz Arno Wagner brings terror out of silhouettes, 
particularly when all we see of Orlok is his grasping shade. 
Despite the goofiness of the early sections, with Hutter laughing 
uproariously every time he so much as sees the word “vampire,” 
the movie gets darker and more infested as it creeps along. 
When Hutter arrives at Castle Orlok, all laughter is over; we get 
that famous intertitle, perhaps the most gorgeously haunting line 
in all of horror cinema: “And when he had crossed the bridge, 
the phantoms came to meet him.” 

Notoriously, Nosferatu is a sort of bootleg of Bram 
Stoker’s Dracula; denied the rights to make an official Dracula 
film by Stoker’s widow, Murnau forged ahead anyway, 
changing the character names, which didn’t actually help his 
case. (Ironically, the novel is now in the public domain — as is 
Nosferatu itself, in the U.S.) Now, Murnau wasn’t particularly 
enamored of horror; Nosferatu was his only foray into the 
genre. Why, then, did he flout the law in order to adapt Stoker’s 
book? (The impetus to make the movie didn’t even originate 
with Murnau — Albin Grau, the film’s producer and production 
designer, was the one who wanted to make a vampire film.) 

A guess: Murnau, like James Whale after him, saw 
that the best way to make an indelible film statement about 
the Other was to cross the bridge and meet the phantoms. 
Murnau, of course, couldn’t have known that he was predicting 
a much more literal plague, wherein gays were persecuted for 
“spreading death,” some six decades before AIDS. Whatever 
the reality, Nosferatu stands not as “the first vampire film” (it 
wasn’t) or even “the first Dracula film” (it kind of was), but as 
most likely the first horror film to express something beyond 
simple chills and thrills. Though it sure as hell expresses those, 
too.

Rochester Historical Society

In our Curator’s Show: Part1 exhibit that was on 
display from May - October of 2021, we displayed several 
journals kept by past residents. Some were logs of former 
road inspectors, while others were business records. In 
our collection, we also have a variety of “daybooks.” It 
seems that daybooks were a type of diary, often kept by 
farmers as a record of crops and weather. We are lucky to 
have two of these that belonged to C.W. Maxim. Inspired 
by his daybooks, I decided to look for more information 
about him. Unfortunately, for a while I was confusing 
C.W. with his brother, C.M. Maxim. In my mind, they 
were one person, but I soon realized my error. 
Charles Maurice Maxim and Clarence Wilbur 
Maxim were brothers who grew up in North Rochester 
in a home at 562 North Ave. Charles Maurice (CM) was 
the elder brother born in 1842. Clarence Wilbur (CW) 
was born in 1849. Charles, of whom we have several 
pictures in the museum, served in the Civil War. Upon

farm. It continued as such until 1970, when the land was 
purchased to build the Old Colony Vocational School. 
The two daybooks of C.W. cover the years 1892 - 1902 
and 1903 - 1912. They are written in faded cursive and 
somewhat hard to read, but they include records of the 
weather, the jobs he accomplished on his farm, crops 
cultivated and sold and some entries on how he spent his 
leisure time. 

C.W. died in 1931. The Rochester Town Reports 
list Trust Funds created from money left to the town by 
C.W. Maxim. The interest provides money for various 
town organizations, including the Red Cross, School 
Athletics, Library and Boy Scouts.

shall consider the reports and recommendations of 
the Board of Health, Planning Board, and Conser- 
vation Commission. 

(2) The Board of Selectmen may waive all or part 
of the submission requirements upon the submis- 
sion of evidence by the applicant that the surface or 
groundwater drainage from the applicant’s site is 
not contributory to a municipal well field. 

(3) Submittals. The following information shall 

be submitted when applying for a special permit 
within the Water Supply Protection District: 

(a) A complete list of all chemicals, pesticides, 
fuels, and other potentially toxic or hazardous 
material to be used and stored in quantities greater 
than those associated with normal household use, 
accompanied by a description of measures pro- 
posed to protect them from vandalism, corrosion, 
and leakage and to provide for spill prevention and 
countermeasures. 

(b) A description of potentially toxic or hazardous 
wastes to be generated, indicating storage and 
disposal method. 

(c) For underground storage of toxic and hazardous 
materials, evidence of qualified professional super- 
vision of system design and installation. 

(4) Review and approval considerations. 

(a) Special permits shall be granted only if 

the Board of Selectmen determined that at the 
boundaries of the premises the groundwater quality 
resulting from the on-site waste disposal, other on- 
site operations, natural recharge, and background 
water quality will not fall below the standards es- 
tablished by the DEP in “Drinking Water Standards 
of Massachusetts” or, for parameters where no 
standard exists, below standards established by the 
Board of Health, and wherever existing ground- 
water is already below those standards, upon 
determination that the proposed activity will result 
in no further degradation. 

(b) A special permit issued by the Board of Se- 
lectmen shall be conditioned upon the following 
additional limitations to protect the water supply: 
[1] Safeguards. Provisions shall be made to protect 
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against toxic or hazardous materials discharged or 
lost through corrosion, accidental damage, spillage 
or vandalism through such measures as provision 
for spill control in the vicinity of chemical or fuel 
delivery points, secure storage areas for toxic or 
hazardous materials, and indoor storage provision 
for corrodible or dissolvable materials. 

[2] Location. Where the premises are partially 
outside the Water Supply Protection District, such 
potential pollution sources as on-site waste disposal 
systems shall, to the degree feasible, be located 
outside the district. 

[3] Disposal. For any toxic or hazardous wastes 

to be produced in quantities greater than those as- 
sociated with normal household use, the applicant 
must demonstrate the availability and feasibility of 
disposal methods which are in conformance with 
MGL ¢. 21C. 

[4] Drainage. All runoff from impervious surfaces 
shall be recharged on the site, diverted towards 
areas covered with vegetation for surface infiltra- 
tion to the extent possible. Dry wells shall be used 
only where other methods are infeasible and shall 
be preceded by oil, grease, and sediment traps to 
facilitate removal of contamination. 

[5] Monitor test wells. Where fertilizers, pesticides, 
herbicides or other potential contaminants are to 
be applied, utilized or stored, and in the opinion of 
the Board of Selectmen are a matter of concern, a 
groundwater monitoring program shall be estab- 
lished before the special permit is granted. Such 

a program shall adequately monitor the quality of 
the groundwater leaving the site through the use 

of monitor wells and/or appropriate groundwater 
sample analysis. 

[6] Natural vegetation. Not more than 50% of 
natural vegetation, existing as of the effective date 
(June 18, 1990) of the adoption of this amend- 
ment to the bylaw on any lot, may be disturbed 

in any underlying district. However, to the extent 
that there is a finding that surface or groundwater 
drainage activity from the applicant’s proposed use 
or activity on the site has decreasing, minimal or 
no impact on the municipal well field, the Board 
of Selectmen may relax the requirements of the 
preceding sentence, but in no event to a standard 
which is less restrictive than that set forth in the 
“minimum usable open space” paragraph of § 230-
